CHAPTER 355.

AN ACT to amend subdivision (40) of section 1038 of the stat-
utes, relating to property exempt from taxation.

The people of the S tate of Wisconsin, rcpresented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

Secrrion 1. Subdivision (40) of section 1038 of the statutes
is amended to read:  (Section 1038) (40) All real property,
not exceeding one hundred and * * * sixty acres, and per-
snnal property of any religious corporation, society, institute or
r~dv. which is actually used and occupied for a home for feeble-
~inded, so long as said property is actually so used.
